SENATE MUST DO THE REST 


Califorma Senators Would Delay Ac- 
; tion on the Resolution Granting San 


Francisco Federal Assistance—Con- 
sulship In the; Congo Free State., 
News of the National Capital.' 


Washington, May 3.—It was made 


evident in the senate that the Califor- 
nia senators do not consider there 
should at present be no effort to secure' 
jtovernment aid in the general recon- 
struction of San Francisco. The ques- 
tion came up on Mr. Newlands* reso- 
lution directing the finance committee 
of the senate and the ways and means 
committee of the house to consider 
the feasibility of the government guar- 
anteeing bonds to aid in the rehabili- 
tation of the stricken city. The Ne- 
vada senator discussed the resolution 
at some length, contending for the 
regularity of his suggestion and en- 
larging upon the desirability of mak- 
ing the city a more attractive center 
of population than it 'had ever been. 
Both Mr. Flint and Mr. Perkins depre- 
cated the introduction of the resolu- 
tion as unwise at this time, and both 
indicated their opinion that the Cali- 
fornia delation should have been 
consulted before the presentation of 
the measure. The resolution was re- 
ferred to the committee on finance. 


A poll of the senate committee on 


elections developed that a majority' 
will vote to sustain the charges 
against Senator Reed Smoot, but that 
the full strength of the opposition can 


~HOt"be'"heloTToT'a"report recommending 


the exclusion of the -senator, which 
would require only a majority vote of 
the senate. In view of this showing 
those who believe the charges against 
the Utah senator were proved are 
seeking an agreement by which a re- 
port can be made in favor of unseating 
Mr. Smoot, and without taking into 
consideration the constitutional ques- 
tions involved. If this is done it would 
leave to the senate the determination 
of the'question whether a majority or 
two-thirds vote is required to unseat 
him.

Coffee Crisis Nearing End. 


Rio Janeiro, May 3.—President Al- 


vcs In his message to congress ex- 
presses the belief that the crisis in the 
'coffee trade is nearing an end. With 
regard to the demand of the planters 
for immediate protection, in view of 
the abundant coffee crop, the presi- 
dent reiterates his opinion that it is 
only in sound agricultural credit insti- 
tutions that the planters will find a 
remedy. The president advises them 
to extend the consumption of coffee by 
a careful propaganda, and declares 
that the idea that coffee planting can 
only prosper with a low rate of ex- 
change has been disproved by the 
facts. 


St. Petersburg, May 3.—The im- 


perial rescript announcing the retire- 
ment of Count Witte from the pre- 
miership did not appear in the Official 
Messenger, but to all intents and pur- 
poses M. Gorerr.ykin has assumed the 
helm. The Grst evidences of altered 
policy is the announcement of. a 
change in the plans for the opening ox 
the national parliament, the ceremo- 
nial of which, according to a semi- 
official intimation, will be cut to the 
minimum. 


It is stated with great insistence 


that Minister of Justice Akymoff also 
will accompany Count Witte into re- 
tirement, though not as a friend of 
the former premier.. He was, in fact, 
one of the" staunchest supporters ot 
Interior Minister Durnovo in Durno- 
vo's recent battle with Count Witte, 
and made himself even more detested 
than Durnovo in liberal circles. His 
successor, it is stated, will b'e Tcheglo- 
vioff, at present assistant minister ol 
justice. 


The view is advanced in some cir- 


cles that the reactionism of M. Go- 
remykin, owing to the calibre of^ tha 
man, 
may not be much worse than the 


"liberalism" of the last few months. 
It is intimated that he is not a man 
of sufficient strength to initiate and 
carry out a formidable campaign of 
reaction, while his tactical mistakes 
will be eagerly pounced upon by a 
keen and united opposition which has 
been built up during the campaign. 


What other changes in the cabinet 


are involved in Count Witte's retire- 
ment have not yet developed, but it is 
thought that the emperor intends to 
heed the voice of the country by call- 
ing representatives of the Constitu- 
tional Democrats to power. 


Practically all the political parties 


have planned to hold conventions be- 
tween now and the date (May 10) ot 
the assembling of parliament for the 
purpose of elaborating their political 
programs for the future. The most 
important of these meetings is that of 
the Constitutional Democrats, which 
will begin May 4.
